This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Executive Office for Immigration Review (EOIR) in which you seek completed “screening panel 
routing sheets.” 

The BIA “screening panel routing sheet” is a routing slip. As BIA does not keep the 
"screening panel routing sheet” as part of the permanent fde, there are no responsive records for 
closed cases; "screening panel routing sheets” for active cases would be withheld as pre- 
decisional and/or privileged pursuant to 5 USC 552(b)(5), as well as 5 USC (b)(6) in order to 
avoid an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 

For your information. Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c) (2006 & 
Supp. IV 2010). This response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of 
the FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be 
taken as an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist. See http://www.justice.gov/oip/ 
foiapost/2012foiapost9.html.
